There was about a dozen in the ad­ 
vance party and the time was spent 
in clearing off the grounds, laying out

courts, 
places for quoit pitching, etc., setting 
up the tents, putting the 
big swim­ 
ming float in shape and getting every­ 
thing in readiness for 
the army of 
boys who win invade the place this 
summer. 
Mr. Brown says th a t the indications 
are that the cam p will be the biggest 
and best by ta r of any in the history 
of the institution. 
Between June 24, 
when the younger boys go from Pasa­ 
dena, until Septem ber 5, 
when 
the 
South Pasadeua and 
W hittier com­ 
munities end their cam p, there will 
be no less than five hundred boys in 
camp, ana the grounds will be occu­ 
pied all the time, one group of boys 
leaving one day and another coming 
the next day. 
Tom, the expert Jap cook, with his 
able assistant, “N ishi,” are already on 
the Job and will undertake 
to feed 
the hordes of boys all 
through the 
summer.

A herd of ten or a dozen wild goats 
was seen near the cam p one evening.

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C om petent cooks, fully equal to the 
task of satisfying one hundred raven­ 
ous appetites, will have charge of the 
culinary departm ent, under the direc­ 
tion of one of the county secretaries.

SALEM, MasB., 
June 
26.—Nearly 
half of historic Salem is a 
smoking 
ruin today. 
Seven people are known 
to have perished. 
The city assessor’s 
office has estimated that Hie property 
damage will reach $10,000,000. 
The 
fire which caused the damage started 
late yesterday and was still 
raging 
this morning, but was confined to the 
two mile swath already 
devastated. 
The w ater pressure has been restor­ 
ed and tiromen predicted that the fire 
would burn out unless a 
dangerous 
shift of the wind took 
place. 
Mar­ 
tial law, proclaimed last, is continued, 
with the Eighth Regiment of the state 
militia patrolling the district 
under 
orders to shoot all looters. 
Terrible confusion prevailed during 
the morning. 
Hundreds 
of families 
that had been separated were search­ 
ing for their 
relatives. 
Practically 
all of the manufacturing 
and better 
class residence districts are gone. 
Desperate Situation 
Salem, a city of 43,000 
population, 
faces a terrible situation. 
Its great­ 
est factories that gave work to thou­ 
sands are gone. 
Its 
residents 
are 
homeless. 
Much of this beautiful city 
that is known throughout the world 
by its historic 
associations 
dating 
hack to the very starting of the na­ 
tion is in ruins. 
blurting at 2 o’clock as tho result of 
an explosion in the 
K ern 
Leather! 
Company plant, tile flames spread in 
every direction, defying all efforts of 
the firemen. 
Block atter block was 
dynamited, 
but the fire, cheeked in one direction, 
was driven by shifting winds into tile 
new paths of destruction. 
At the start the water pressure was 
low and when the fight became des­ 
perate a great water main near Bev­ 
erly bridge broke, leaving the firemen 
virtually helpless.

GIVEN A SEND-OFF 


'‘Editorial Will Be Copied by 


Hundreds of Papers,” Says

Luis Cabrera, one of the mem­ 
bers 
of 
the 
Constitutionalist 
agency in the United States, aud a 
man who is looked on as being 
among the first in Mexico, has 
been much discussed among 
the 
mediators at N iagara Fails 
for 
the 
provisional 
presidency 
of 
Mexico, 
should 
General 
Huerta 
get out as a result of J lie negotia­ 
tions there. 
He 
was 
recently 
named for minister of foreign af­ 
fairs by Carranza 
in 
the prelim­ 
inary statem ent of tile member­ 
ship of tile new Constitutionalist 
cabinet. 
Here is Cabrera’s statement of 
the aims of the Constitutionalists, 
and it is presumed it has tile sanc­ 
tion of Carranza and the chiefs of 
the party: 
“It. has been widely stated that 
(lie Carranza movement has only 
the purpose of avenging Die death 
of Madero and reinstating the of­ 
fice holders appointed by him. The 
purposes of the Constitutionalists 
are higher and 
better 
defined 
than were the motives of the IBIO 
movement. 
The Constitutionalists 
propose the establishment 
of 
a 
constitutional government in Mex­ 
ico, but as they realize the unfit­ 
ness of the Mexican 
constitution 
and other laws, they intend to re­ 
form them in order to have a sys­ 
tem fitted to the country. 
“There is no doubt that peace 
In Mexico cannot he established 
unless a complete 
change 
takes 
place in Die government's person­ 
nel and in the system and laws. 
This Is the reason that tho 
Con­ 
stitutionalists appear too radical 
to Diose who would like to find a 
way of pacifying Mexico at once. 
“The Constitutionalists mean to 
begin immediately such economic 
reforms and especially such ag­ 
rarian reforms as are necessary to 
offer to the lower classes an op­ 
portunity of Improving their con­ 
ditions: 
Division of large estates, 
equalization of taxation, 
and 
in 
places where it would be neces­ 
sary, Die re-establishment of the 
‘egidos’ or communal 
land 
sys­ 
tem."

“Santa Ana has a reputation to sus­ 
tain,’’ said Commerce Secretary Metz­ 
gar today referring to the following 
editorial which appeared in the Chris­ 
tian Monitor June 20 anent a 
story 
about Santa Ana’s geranium planting 
which was printed in the same peri­ 
odical June 15. 
“There are hundreds of papers all 
over the country which will copy the 
editorial,” Metzgar went 
on, 
“and 
i Santa Ana and its geranium-planting- 
J for-advertising project will get a tre- 
I m endoiis lot of publicity. 
It is ‘up to’ 
I the people of Santa Ana to live up to 
(the 
expectations 
aroused 
among 
strangers who will visit here 
during 
exposition year. 
Every person living 
in Santa Ana should do* his or her 
share toward helping to beautify the 
city.” 
H ere is the Christian Science edi­ 
torial: 
“Those who travel between the two 
exposition cities of California in 1915 
—San Francisco and San Diego—will 
find pressing and unique 
inducement 
for stopping off at Santa Ana. a charm­ 
ing little city of 15,000 inhabitants. It 
is on two of the great transcontinental 
lines and is approachable 
by 
good 
motor roads from all directions. Sauta 
Ana was wise in Die beginning by al­ 
lowing for parkway space along the 
frontage of it3 lots. 
Such 
strips 
of 
ground or 
green 
have •contributed 
toward the 
beautification 
of 
many 
communities that 
otherwise 
would 
have been commonplace. 
In 
Santa 
Ana they are to be utilized for the pur­ 
pose of planting brilliant red gerani­ 
ums, in lines forming fringes for tile 
roadway and sidewalks along its prin­ 
cipal 
thoroughfares 
and 
residence 
streets. 
The president of 
the 
local 
C hamber of Commerce very generous­ 
ly granted the use 
of 
his 
private 
grounds for tho necessary nurseries. 
The women of the park commission 
gave indorsement to the plan and the 
pardner has now 35,000 plants that 
will soon be ready for free distribu­ 
tion. 
“The California geranium—the ger­ 
anium with tile brilliant red blossoms 
—is somewhat different from the ger­ 
anium familiar to tho rest of the coun­ 
try. 
It grows profusely in that sec­ 
tion, often attaining a height of from 
i.Tteen to twenty feet, and is a perpet­ 
ual bloomer. 
It is so fam iliar to the 
residents as to be classed with the 
common, and we are told that when 
the idea of using it for decorative pur­ 
poses was first proposed it met with 
opposition from the older settlers. But 
the counsels 
of 
its 
advocates pre­ 
vailed—they wisely foresaw that 
no 
m atter how familiar or common Die 
red geranium might appear 
to 
the 
home talk, if treated in tile manner in­ 
dicated it would prove a novelty to 
strangers. 
“There will be no lack of attractions 
I tor exposition visitors along the Pa- 
jcitlc coast in 1915—Die difficulty will 
I not lie in finding them, but rather in 
j finding time to see a fraction of them
